No. 3/6/76-PubIic.—^The President has learnt with deep sorrow of the death 
at 20.45 hours on 11-12-1976 of a distinguished educationist, diplomat and states¬ 
man Shri Ali Yavar Jung Bahadur, Governor of Maharashtra. 

2. Born on 16-2-l‘>05 Shri Ali Yavar Jung Bahadur got his education at Osmania 
and Oxford Universities, Beginning his career in 1927 as Reader in Modern 
History and Political Science in Osmania University, he soon became a Professor. 
His expertise in Political Science was soon noticed and he became Secretary, 
Constitutional Allairs, Home and Judicial to the Government of Hyderabad State 
in 1937. Academic world again attracted his attention. While holding the office 
of the Constitutional adviser to the Hyderabad Government, he became the Vice- 
Chancellor of Osmania University. Soon he was appointed Minister for Constitu¬ 
tional Affairs, Local Self Government and Public Health and later Education and 
Home in that State. 

3. In 1948 he again became Vice-Chancellor of Osmania University and conti¬ 
nued to adorn this office till 1952. 
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4. International Affairs and diplomacy soon claimed his attention. He attended 
the UN General Assembly as a Member of Indian Delegation in 1946, 1950, 1953, 
1955 and as Deputy leader of the Indian Delegation in 1956, 1957 and 1960, 
The fifties and sixties kept him busy in the field of diplomacy. He served with 
credit as Ambassador to Argentina and Minister to Chile, Ambassador to Egypt, 
Libya, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria. France and USA. In between during 1965— 
1968 he served as Vice-Chancellor of Aligarh Muslinv University with great 
distinction. On his return from his diplomatic assignments to USA in 1970, he 
was appointed the Governor of Maharashtra in which capacity he served till the 
end. 

5. For his distinguished aervices in the academic world he was conferred the 
Degree of UL.D. (Honoris ciauaa) by Osmania Univrsrsity in 1956 and Padma 
Bhushan Award in 1959 by the President for his Public Services, 


6. Shri Ali Yavar lung Bahadur has been a public figure of outstanding 
eminence who made a significant contribution in the field of Education, Inter¬ 
national Affairs and diplomacy, and carried out his responsibilities with distinction. 
He was a man of great learning, rare social gifts and charm which won him the 
esteem and affection of one and ajil. In. Shri Ali Yavar Jung Bahadur’s death, the 
country has suffered an irraparable loss.
